Fraps state that this is not the case. 
There is absolutely no desire or in­ 
tention on the part of the Texas 
Crucherj to lower the high quality 
of Texas cottonseed meal but on 
the contrary they are proud of the 
high quality df Texa-s cottonseed 
meal and clearly brought out the 
fact that Eastern cottonseed crush­ 
ers are raising their grades.

old men in the outworn harness of 
their 
agricultural 
forebears. 
The 
eager minds of youthful Texas con­ 
stitute a precious raw material; the 
college represents the manufactur­ 
ing medium for converting this raw 
material int ©something more tang­ 
ible; a more prosperous countryside 
a more virile and intelligent citizen 
ship and a greater 
commonwealth 
loom large as the potential product 
All that is wanting is to put the 
educational plant to work at its full 
capacity. 
The need was never more 
urgent and the cause cannot be chal­ 
lenged.

DEMONSTRATION USES 
FOR DIFFERENT THINGS 


The Portland C em ent association, 
co-operating 
with M. 
R. 
Bentley, 
specialist in farm engineering, ex­ 
tension service, A. and M. college 
of Texas, gave interesting chart lec­ 
tures on the use of concrete on the 
farm at the chamber of commence 
rooms S aturday afternoon, some 30 
farm ers and business men attending 
the lectures. 
Following the lectures 
H. 
R. H erndon, 
representative of 
the Portland Cem ent association, in­ 
vited those present to go down stairs 
and witness the mixing of cement 
for the various purposes. F o r con­ 
venience a slab 
fo r 
sidewalk was 
laid near Haswell’s store, the mix­ 
ture consisting of two parts of sand, 
one p a rt of cement, and three parts 
of stone. 
Mr. Herndon cautioned 
about the use of too much w ater in 
the mixing process, w hether it be 
done by hand or by machinery. 
M a n y D if f e r e n t Use* 
The charts used in the lectures 
showed the m any uses of concrete 
on the farm , such as .septic tanks, 
w ater troughs, walks, m anure pits, 
drops used in terracing lands, spill­ 
ways, silos, w ater tanks, etc. 
In ter­ 
est in the subjects discussed 
was 
m anifested by m any questions being 
asked by those present. 
Mr. H ern ­ 
don stated th at sand used fo r mix­ 
ing cem ent should 
never contain 
more than 3 per cent dirt, and 
he 
showed how this could be determ in­ 
ed by putting sand into a fru it jar, 
pouring in w ater 
and thoroughly 
mixing and then let it settled, 
the 
dirt rising to the top and showing, 
approxim ately, the percentage 
of 
sand.
